experienced 


mountaineer, was the guide of the 


party. 
T h e y hauled a sled, contain­ 


ing their blankets and a few personal 


effects. 


The altitude at the mine is 4200 


feet, and the snow was about six feet 
in depth. 
The 
party 
crossed the 


Lava summit at an altitude of 4600 


feet and made 
their way through 


Cascade valley to Fall river without 


difficulty. 
This was about half of the 
total distance, which was some six­ 
teen miles. 


After ascending Fall River moun­ 
tain on the south side of that stream 


a terrible snow and wind storm 
burst 


upon them. 
It was then about 1:30 


o'clock. 
T h e y 
struggled on in the 


face of the gale until 
4:15 o'clock, 


when they realized for the 
first 
time 


that 
their 
guide was 
bewildered— 


they were lost in a dense Torest and 


night was rapidly c o m i n g on. 


Before this, and at a point

as Quartz 
hill, they had left 
their 


sled and blankets, owing to the diffi­ 


culty the weary men experienced in 


hauling the sled 
Believing that they

started back down the mountain, but 


soon 
realized 
that 
Fearon,

given out. 
Several 
times he fell and

were left. 
After much difficulty and 


many 
failures

Legislative Doings- 


BKRKKI.KY, Jan. 12th, 1895. 


EDITOR 
GAZKTTK. —Your corres­ 
pondent arrived in Sacramento at 8 
p.m. the day before Governor Hudd 


was 
inaugurated, and proceeded at 
once to the Western Hotel, which 
has suddenly 
become the leading 
hotel in Sacramento, owing to the 
fact-of its being the Governor's head­ 
quarters. 
This is rather hard on the 
"Golden 
Eagle," which 
heretofore 
has always had the "pull," but the 
new Governor, true to the principles 


of economy laid down for the State, 
in his famous campaign 
speeches, 
hardly considered it consistent to ac­ 
cept the Golden Eagle's proposition 


of $180 per month for himself and 
wife, hence the transfer of headquart­ 
ers to Bill land's famous hostelery, 
which was crowded to overflowing 
with the leaders of both political 
parties. 


One of San Francisco's most hon­ 
orable lawyers, Mr. Gavin McNab, 
kindly furnished your correspondent 
with a complimentary ticket to wit 
nes the inaugural, which was highly 
appreciated, as complimentarys were 
scarce and the ones that received 
them were considered fortunate. 


Mr. McNab is the leader of the re­ 
form element of the Democracy in 


San Francisco, and is honored by the 
best men of both parties. 
That he 
made a gallant and successful fight 


for 
Governor Budd is a matter of 
record. 


Friday was a cold day, (for Estee), 
but the Budd forces were so filled 
with enthusiasm that nothing could 
dampen their ardor, and early in the 
day the sidewalks were packed with 
people and the streets filled with the 
military. 


At 
least an hour before the ap­ 
pointed time the masses commenced 
moving towards the Capitol, and the 
entrance to the Assembly chamber 


I 


was soon a surging, struggling mass 


of humanity. 
The desks had all 
been removed from the Assembly 
chamber so as to increase the seating 
capacity, and long before the time 
appointed every seat was occupied, 
standing room at a premium, and 
thousands outside unable to obtain 
admission. 
Your correspondent was 
very favorably located about 
four 
tiers from the Speaker's desk. 


At 11:30 a. m. the Assembly was 
called to order by Spencer, speaker 
pro tern, and the colored chaplain, 
the Rev. Summers, offered a prayer 
in pure 
unadulterated 
English re­ 
questing that God would harmonize 
the hearts of the people while one of 
our sons was inaugurated as Goveror 


of the State, that he might have 
judgment given him and that his 
steps mijht be directed of the Lord. 


At exactly the hour of noon liriga 
dier-General Sheehan and his staff 
filed in gorgeously dressed in uni­ 
form and occupied • a standing posi­ 
tion in the middle aile. Great cheer­ 


ing was heard from without, and the 
presancer of Governor Markham and 
Governor-elect Budd and 
Supreme 
Justice 
Henshaw 
was reported by 
the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
They entered 
the chamber amidst great applause. 
Governor Markham spoke for about 
fifteen minutes and was well received 
but it was rumored 
through the 
house that the reception would have 
been much more fervent, had it not 
been for his recent appointment oi 
Mose Gunst. 


Lieutenant-Governor Redeick then 
introduced James H. Budd amidst 
great applause. 
Justice 
Henshaw 
administered the oath of office to 
which the new Governor gave his as­ 
sent, instantly the signal was given 
from the window and the cannon 
commenced to thunder 
forth the 
Governor's salute of nineteen guns, 
chandeliers rattled, children clasped 
themselves tightly to their 
mother's 
breasts, and timid women jumped at 
each succeeding report. 
At the con­ 
clusion of the salutes, Governor 
Budd plunged into his inaugural ad­ 
dress. 
The Governor looked at his 
best. 
Budd's message was an able 
document, showing much care and 
study 
in its preparation, 
he scared 
the State for its extravagance, and 
states that while persons in private 
life adapted themselves to the new 
order of things, that the State still 
continued on the old lines. 
Mana­ 
gers of corporations eliminated every 
possible expense, but the State paid 
maximum pay for minimum service. 


The 
correction of this great evil 
rests with the legislative and execu­ 
tive working harmoniously together. 


A comparison was then drawn, com­ 
paring the expenses of California 
with those of other States, the data 


of prisons, Natural Guard, 
Agricul- 
ral Fairs, Jndiciary and Lunatic Asy- 
lumns, furnished food for thought to 
the 
intelligent taxpayers. 
If the 
Legislature and the Executive carry 
out the substance of the message, as 
delivered. 
One part of the Gover­ 
nor's message deserves special men­ 
tion, to-wit: "Another needed change 
in the law is requiring the acknowl­ 
edgement hereafter of an illegitimate 
child. At the same time a law should 
be passed requiring its support dur­ 


ing its minority, by the father. 
It is 
bad enough for the babe and mot her 
to bear the shame while the father 
passes oftentimes as a citizen of un­ 
questionable respectability." 


This part of the Governor's mes. 
sage brought down the house, show­ 


ing that the public are becoming edu­ 
cated on the social purity line (God 
knows 
our California 
Legislature 
ieed educating on this line). 


After the Governor's message was 
delivered the Governor and ex- 
Governor walked out arm in arm, 


Mrs. Budd and Mrs. Markham 
fol­ 
lowing. Mrs. Budd looked as thongh 
it was the happiest momeut of her 
life, and her intimate friends wish 
her all future happiness. 


The 
vast assemblage soon 
dis­ 
persed after the adjournment of the 
Assembly until 2 p. m. Monday had 
been declared, and the Legislators 
began to get ready for the outgoing 
trains, which were crowded. 


The 
Senatorial fight is now the 
subject of supreme interest, Perkins, 
without question being the choice of 
the Legislature. 
But the De Young 
men are at work like beavers and it 


is rumored in Sacramento that the 
l)e Young sack is being emptied very 
lively. 


The 
assurance of De Young is be­ 
yond question the greatest thing that 
California has ever produced, the 


l.ig trees and Yosemite not excepted. 
In an interview with the Bee he spoke 


of how much the State owed him and 


of how much he was entitled to, etc., 
and the Chronicle without a particle 


of newspaper modesty copied the in 
terview bodily from the Bee into its 


own columns. 
They evidently enjoy 
praising Mike's virtues, but all Cali- 
fornians that have lived here since 
the "Sixties" know them in detail, 
and think that a social purity law 
should 
have 
been passed for his 
special benefit several years ago. 


George C. Perkins is at least a 
moral man and has the respect of his 
fellow citizens, regardless of political 
affiliations. 
Mike gets in a rap for 
the benefit of the A. P. A., not that 
he has any special regard for the 
Catholics, (unless there is something 
in it in the way of business,) but for 
the purpose of drawing the Demo­ 
cratic support towards him. 
But he 
will never get there on that line, as 
they will combine to elect any re­ 
putable Republican to defeat Mike. 


The railroad forces are eulogizing 
Irving M. Scott for U. S. Senator, 
and the mountain forces want honest 
J. H. Neff, of Placer, a broad-mind­ 
ed, conscientious, liberal man, who 
would be a credit to California if 
sent to the Senate. It would be a 


big joke on the I )eYoung forces, if it 
came to a deadlock, if Perkins com­ 
bined with the mountaineers and Neff 
walked off with the persimmon. 


This article is getting lengthy, so 
will draw to a close by remarking 
that Berkeley should be represented 
in the next Legislature.
